NEW YORK, September 17.—William J. Flynn, chief of the 


bureau of investigation, department of justice, declared this af- 
ternoon he was positive that a bomb had caused the explosion 
in Wall street yesterday which took a toll of 36 lives, injured 
about 200 and caused property damage running into millions. 


"There is absolutely no doubt that it was a bomb," said Chief 


Flynn. 
"An important development in the past two hours has 


convinced us of this. The bomb was apparently placed by a 
person who was within four blocks of Wall and Broad streets 
when the explosion occurred." 


Certain at last of the cause of the explosion federal agents 


and city police increased their search for the driver of ^ wagon 
drawn by one horse, which was blown to pieces. No trace of 
him has yet been found. The theory of the investigators is that 
a time-bomb was placed on the wagon and the driver hurried 
from the scene just after arranging for the explosion to occur at 
noon.
